Provisional Order to enable the Council of the Rural District of 
Rathdown (No. 2) to put in force the Compulsory Clauses of 

15 the Lands Clauses Acts. 

WHEREAS the council of the rural district of Rathdown (No. 2) (in this 
Order refereed to as “ the district council ”) require to purchase and take the 
lands described in the schedule hereto for the purpose of improving the 
sewerage of the town of Greystones in their district : 

20 Now therefore We the Local Government Board for Ireland in pursuance 
of the powers given to Us by section 203 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 
1878 and of all other powers enabling Us in that behalf do hereby order that 
from and after the date of the Act confirming this Order the following
